FORTY YARDS -BEHIND 


She left on schedule at 9.30 a.m, 
iste after about two and na half 

ours wis at on point six -miles 
south-west of Sha Chau Island 
when the ship received a jolt which 
wan followed by an explosion in 
the sea some forty yards behind 
the ship. : 

There was some commotion on 
board and after the Captain had 
ascertained the extent of the dim- 
age, he ordered the passengers to 
don lifebelts while he himaelf went 
among them aasuring them that 
nothing serious had happened. 


THROWN INTO HATOH 


The behaviour of all on board 
was good and the only injuries 
received by passengers wero alight 
culs to two who were among the 
five. who were sitting in the stern 
of the ship and who were thrown 
into a hatch by the force of the 
oxplosion. 

Captain Millar who was on the 
bridge with the chief pilot on the 
voyage then decided to return to 
Hong Kong rather than to con- 
tinue to Macao and arrived here 
shortly before 4 p.m. 

Captain Millar estimated the 
magnetic mine fo be one of about 
300 pounds. At tho time of tho 
accident, the “Kwong Sai” waa 
following a course xiven him by 
the minesweeping nuthorities. 

Tho “Kwong Sai” will have to go 
to dock for survey and repairs 
and will consequently be Inid up 
for some time,

Demobllisation has been alow.

bles but also because the Brt- 
tish economy has not yet beer 
adjusted to absorb manpower 
from the armed services, 

AN these domestic problems 
add up to a tremendous heni- 
ache for the British Govern- 
ment. So far there has beon 
little or no indication that »eo- 
j ple are losing patience with the 
new administration. 

For jts part Government can 
jsay truthfully that it offered no 
; panacens before its election. It 
' certainly hag found none since.
